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Confusion in citation of author names for combinations in East Asian species of 
Polygonum and its allied genera is clarified and discussed. The correct names for those 
combinations with the correct author names are enumerated, and the earliest reference 
cited basionyms and bibliography for each combination are indicated. 


Introduction 

The genus Polygonum L. is extremely poly¬ 
morphic and has been variously divided into 
many genera. Recent studies of Polygonum 
and its related genera revealed that Polygonum 
in the broad sense is not a natural group 
(Haraldson 1978, Ronse Decraene and Akeroyd 
1988, etc.). Asian species of Polygonum s. 1. 
have been studied by many taxonomists and 
have been divided into Polygonum s. s. and its 
related genera. Many new combinations from 
Polygonum s. 1. into several related genera 
have been proposed (Greene 1904, Gross 
1913a, 1913b and 1919, Nakai 1914, 1919, 
1926, etc., Mori 1922). Many recent literature 
treating local floras in East Asia have cited 
such combinations (T. B. Lee 1979, Hara 
1982, Kitagawa 1982, Tzvelev 1989, Ono et 
al. 1989, etc.). 

We reviewed concepts of Polygonum and 
its related genera represented in East Asian 
species and adopted such generic concepts as 
Persicaria circumscribed by Hong (1993) and 
Fallopia by Ronse Decraene and Akeroyd 
(1988) (Yonekura and Ohashi 1997). Some 
combinations are, however, different in their 
author name(s) among these literature. Three 
causes for this disagreement may exist; firstly, 


the same combinations were independently 
published by the different authors; secondly, 
some of the literature in which such new 
combinations were published have been little 
drawn attention of world taxonomists because 
they had a very limited circulation; and, thirdly, 
some combinations published in these litera¬ 
ture were thought to be dubious in valid 
publication because of no reference of the 
basionyms except for the author names. Such 
combinations, however, should be regarded as 
validly published if they published on or be¬ 
fore 1952 because the Art. 32.4 and 32.5 in 
ICBN (Greuter et al. 1994) regulate that com¬ 
binations before 1952 with indirect basionym 
reference such as citation of author names are 
validly published. In this occasion, therefore, 
it is necessary to make clear the correct author 
names and basionyms for these combinations. 

Results and Conclusion 

The following list includes combinations of 
which author names are differently cited among 
literature treating East Asian Polygonum s. 1. 
The earliest reference cited each basionym is 
indicated by asterisk (*) after its author name.

Mori (1922) mentioned Nakai’s contribu¬ 
tion to the new combinations in the preface in 
his Enumeration of Plants hitherto Known 
from Corea. Although all of new combinations 
ascribed to Nakai in Mori (1922) were with 
indirect reference, they should be treated to be 
made by Nakai, not by Nakai ex T. Mori. 

According to Nakai (1926), generic name 
Aconopogon in Mori (1922) is a misspelling 
for Aconogonon. Although spelling 
Aconogonum has been frequently used as ge¬ 
neric name in many references in Japan and 
Korea, the correct spelling for this genus is 
Aconogonon as discussed in Haraldson (1978).
